ANTALS RECEIVING insuf- 
ficient amounts of iron are 
Ikely to become ‘anaemic, 
this mineral is essential to blood 
formation. This condition 
most common In the case of suck 
ling pigs raised inside on wood 
or concrete floors. Sow's milk 
ig lacking in iren, and the pigs 
have no aceess to the soll which 
is rich in iron, and they are still 
too young to eat a regular ration 
which would contain iron, The 
critica] period for this complaint 
is during the second to fifth 
week, as after this time the pigs 
are getting sufficient iron from 
trough feeding and the danger 
of nutritional anaemia is over.
